Regulations in 
Effect Sept. 1

Dove hunters had better mind 
their p's and q's when the sea­ 
son opens Sept. 1. Game law 
enforcement officials issued a 
warning this week that the bag 
limit dove hunter who returns to 
shoot the next day cannot as­ 
sume that he is relieved of the 
status of being a possessor of a 
bug limit by having his birds in 
transportation to another per­ 
son.

Until such
it is recorded 

by tho co'nsigne

a bag limit ship-
i receipted for 

the birds con­
tained" therein are legally In the 
possession of the consignor. Thus 
the hunter may not legally take 
another bird, under such^ cir-
cumstances.

Hunters with bag limits 
their possession also arc warned 
against transporting the birds 

another person unless the 
other person is present to iden­ 
tify himself as the possessor of 
the birds. The possession rul­ 
ing applies to all other species 
of California game, within the 
scopes of the bag limits pre­ 
scribed by law.

Excessive'Speed 
Means High Cost 
In Running Cars

No act of ths State Legislature 
In recent years has affected 
people more poignantly than the 
Unemployment Reserve Act, bet 
tor known as the Uncmploymcnl 
Insurance law. Assembly man 
Fred Reaves of this district, a 
candidate for re-election, de­ 
clared this week that because tht 
URA fund has shown an amnz 
ing Increase  92 million collected 
and only 21 million paid out the 
legislature should amend theoc 
in one of the two ways to maki 
it more equitable.

"The legislature, which enact 
ed the law, has the right to 
amend It," he said. "It might 
reduce the amounts contrlbutec 
by cither the employer, or both 
or it may increase the minimum 
or maximum benefits or both o 
extent) the payments over i 
longer period.

"I would suggest striking ai 
average of payment let us say 
an employee who has earned $1, 
000 or less during the base per 
iod should receive $12.50 per 
week when unemployed, those 
earning more than $1,000 should 
rccejvc $20 per week both for 
a period of 25 weeks. I belie 
the legislature should also e.- 
tend the benefits of the act to 
employees of a firm employini 
only one or more Instead of th 
present base of four or more.

Speed tests revealed that a 
car which gets 18 miles to the 
gallon at 30 miles an hour will 
jet but 12.6 miles at 60 miles 
an hour, and only 3.6 miles to 
the gallon at SO miles an hour   
less than half the mileage ob­
tained at the .slower rate.
